through  innumerable  editions ; it  reflected 
in  a marvellous  way  the  spirit  of  the  age 
that  produced  it,  and  contributed,  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  book  except  the  Bible, 
to  the  moulding  of  thofe  fturdy  generations 
that  gave  to  America  its  liberty  and  its  in- 
ititutions.  Even  late  reprints  of  The  Primer 
are  fcarce  and  expenfive,  only  to  be  found 
in  the  book  collectors’  treafure  houfe.  We 
have  therefore  made  this  reproduction  from 
a rare  and  typical  original,  in  the  belief  that 
it  will  be  valued  by  the  teachers  and  pupils 
of  to-day.
